Aucusta, May 30. 


A large mecting of the Democrats of 
Richmond county, unanimous:y adopted 
resolutions favoring an alliance with 
any party which will secure local self 
sovernment—the subordination of the 
mnilitary to the civii authorities, the 
preservation unimpaired of habeas 
corpus, and checking of the centraliz- 
ing tendencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment, that all other subjects of political 
contention are insigaificant in com pari- 
son with these, and that no clictate of 
principle or honor forbids an alliance 
of the Denivcratic party with other as- 
sallants of the common enemy, or re 
quires the Democratic party to prefer 
certain defeat to partial victory. 

Tis is the tirst important Democratic 
meeting in Georgia, and Is regarded as 
an index of popular opinion in the 
State. 

Congressional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, May 30. 

SENATE—Engaged in the considera- 
tion of the relations between labor and 
capital, with the prospects that the 
whole subject will be dropped. 

HovusE—Butler renewed his amendad- 
ment of the force bill. The speaker 
ruled the privileges ot a report at any 


time by the Outrage Committee, 
lapsed. When any members moved a 


suspension of the rules, this almost 
certainly excludes all violent partizan 
legislation, this session.

Boston, May 30. 


The meeting of the labor reform con- 
vention was large and enthusiastic.— 
The New York delegation reported the 
eight hour strike in their city as almost 
2% complete success, and urged a strike 
here. Working during the long days 
Was crushing to the intelligence of the 
people, and they thought the workiag- 
men should join the temperance socic 
ties, save money and fight the question. 

Strike in Cincinnati. 
CINCINNATI, May 30. 

The German tailor’s union, composed 
of one hundred and thirty boss tailors, 
who employ eighteen hundred women 
and girls, and take work from large 
clothing houses, struck to-day for twen- 
ty-five per cent. increase of wages. — 
Twenty more bosses in Newpert and 
Covington, Ky., emvloying four hun- 
dred girls, will strike to-morrow. Itis 
reported that other bosses not ir the 
union will join the strike. 

Washington Affairs. 
WASHINGTON, May 30. 


The Senate has finished the internal 
revenue bill. 

The tax on whiskey remains at sev- 
enty cents per gallon, but on tobacco a 
uniform tax of twenty-four cents per 
pound was agreed on, being an increase 
of four cents over the House rates. 

The exports of bonded warehouses 
for tobacco were abolished, but all to- 
bacco now in bonds is to be allowed to 
remain for twelve months, though no 
new entries are allo vable. 

New York Affairs. 
New York, May 30. 

James Gordon Bennett is in a very 
dangerous condition. The sacrament 
for tue dying was adininistered to him 
yesterday and his son and daughter, 
who are in Europe, telegraphed for.
